Mr, Locxnart of 
course’ regards: the Po Leung Kak with the 
eye of a friend and dwells only on tho good 
it bas done, not referring to the evil, if there 
be any. Some few weeks ago a paragraph

It was 
proved that. he had ao connection with the 
‘Society and he was properly punished by 
the Magistrate,. So far, therefore, the case’ 
throws no discredit on that body. But in 
the evidence it was stated that thy wife aud 
daughter of the complainant had actually 
heen taken in charge by the Po Leung Kuk
